and two Spring Grove men, Paul 
Weber and Victor Slegler, who had 
trailed the gunmen after the robberr 
of the bank at Spring Grove. 

Following the arrest of the pair 
at Fox Lake they were taken to the 
county Jail at Waukegan by Sherit 
Ahlstrom where a written coDfesalott 
was obUlned. The bandits talked 
freely of their plans and the robbery. 
After stealing a Cadillac car !■ 
Chicago, their confessions ahow. 
they loafed along through Llbartr- 
vllle which they paaaed up because 
they saw tm many people. Ijike 
Villa and Fox Uke were passed for 
the ^anie reason. 

They arrived at. Spring Grove at 
10:16 o'clock In the morning and 
without looking over the Spring 
Grove State Bank, except from the 
outside, they entered at 12:0E flndlBff 
Floyd Robs, the cashier, there alona. 
Nelson stated that two McHenry of- 
fliers left the bank aa they entered, 
but ihix was checked and found to 
be untrue. 

Ordering Ross Ko deliver over the 
mouey, they shoved him In the vanit 
and pulled the grating, warning him 
to stay there They took to their 
car and sped toward Fox Lake. 

Coming to the embankment of tiM 
Fox river they considered then- 
selves lost and left the ear and went 
to the St. Paul depot where they 
were captured. 

Their First Robbery. 
Both Nelson and Such admitted 
they had been arrested before but 
claimed this was their first baak 
robbery. Sheriff Ahlstrom sayi 
there Is no qnesilon but what tba 
men were amateurs as far as rob* 
bery of a bank Is concerned. 

The pair were removed Sunday to 
the McHenry count.'- Jail at Wood* 
slock where they are being held, aa 
neither could furnish the |60,00# 
bond set at their hearing Monday. 
It is understood that the Illinois 
Bankers association holds up a |1,- 
0(M) reward for each arrest and con- 
viction Id case of bank robberiea. 
The officers and citlteos would get 
this in case of conviction, the sherll 
believes.
